At the W hite House cab­ 
in t meeting: yesterday the complica­ 
tions in the 
Pan-A m erican 
republics 
were the principal topics under discus­ 
sion. it was asserted th a t while Eng­ 
land may not have made the demands 
alleged upon N icaragua in the Hatch 
case, there was no doubt about the in­ 
tention to do so at the earliest possible 
moment. 
At 
the state departm ent. 
while it could not be stated definitely 
what was the tenor of the demand made 
by Great Britain, it was generally be­ 
lieved to be only in keeping with former 
actions by the governm ent to obtain a 
foothold in N icaragua and Venezuela. 
B\ pursuing obstructive tactics in these 
two countries the aim of Great Britain 
seemed to be for controlling not only 
the N icaragua canal but the Orinoco 
river as far as possible. 
One feature of the story about the 
British dem ands th at did not seem to 
<arr.y m uch weight in diplomatic and 
official circles arose from the statem ent 
th a t no citizen of the United States 
w as to be perm itted to serve on the com­ 
mission 
to assess 
dam ages 
against 
lcaragua. 
This was regarded as a 
hshy feature of the story and a t the 
N icaraguan legation, too. the declara­ 
tion w as made th at the yarn never 
iginated at M anagua, as reported, hut 
w as m anufactured in this countrv.

Phase of the troubles in the pan- 
Am erican republics which has given 
is°trntiera])Ie uneasiness to the adm in­ 
s tr a tio n grew out of the determination 
° f France to w ithdraw its 
diplomatic representative and send a 
gunboat to look after French interests. 
Representations were m ade directly 
'" ? lrect|y to the French republic 
hat this sort of gam e would be playing 
right into the hands of its old enemy, 
treat Britain, and overtures have been 
m ade looking to a reversal of the plans 
set on foot by France. To m ake m at­ 
ters more interesting Russia has be­ 
come an ally of France in this m atter 
and solely for the purpose of prevent­ 
ing the schemes of G reat Britain for 
personal aggrandizem ent and acquisi­ 
tion of territory on this continent. 
There was a conference at the bureau 
of American republics yesterday be­ 
tw een Dr. Guzman, the N icaraguan 
m inister, 
and Senor Rodriguez, coun­ 
selor for m ost of the pan-American 
republics, regarding the publication of 
th e dem ands m ade by Greet Britain. 
W hen Mr. Rodriguez w as seen last 
evening he stated in the most emphatic 
m anner th a t he believed the story to lie 
a m anufactured one w ithout even tile 
semblance of tru th in it.

He objects that this act 
tries to .“ enforce higher morality" and 
enlarge the list of penal offences. But 
is it not rather to prevent lower mor­ 
ality in the form of increased bribery? 
It is generally admitted that the cor­ 
rupt use of money in elections has in ­ 
creased of late years. 
But if this act 
sought a higher morality, thus enlarg­ 
ing the list of penal offenses, has not 
every growth of the law the same 
purpose, i. e., to enforce the moral re 
solve 
of

in

dividually and by a minority of the 
whole? 
The penal list has always 
grown. 
So General Winkler says the 
act makes criminal what is reprehen- 
sive Out not of the nature of crime. 
But crimes which are mala prohibita, 
without being mala per se, were al­ 
ways so cr* ated because of the dire 
consequences resulting from acts in 
themselves merely reprehensible (per­ 
haps not that) and the serious corrup­ 
tion resulting from these reprehensible 
acts are now apparent. 
Then the act 
is compared to a prohibitory liquor 
law, but such law is aimed to protect 
the citizen against himself more than 
the state against the citizen. 
General Winkler does not wish to 
“ disgrace the dignity of law by enact­ 
ing one which is futile.” 
But is an 
attempt at purification, a disgrace 
even if it should fall? It is a question 
of public sentiment sustaining the act. 
If the people enact it can they not sus­ 
tain it, and if the legislature passes 
such a bill, is there better evidence 
that the public demands it? 
And just 
as Gen. Winkler wants corrupt prac­ 
tices lessened, so his personal right 
would assist to support the law when | 
enacted. 
Doesn't it come to this, that 
the enactment * ill cf itself materially 
aid to inform and hence create public i 
sentiment to support so good a meas- i 
ure? 
The other view of awaiting a I 
demand approaching unanimity, fails 
to reap advantage from the strength 1 
of the law to justify itself. 
Briefly, for

When the discovery was made that 
there was gas on the farm of Arthur 
Brown the other cousin decided to 
make an investigation. 
The result 
was that he found a stronger flow of 
gas than was in the well on the farm 
of Arthur. 
The flow is so strong that 
the fire burns with tre a t fierceness. 
John Sheen, a farmer, living near the 
Browns, ha9 also discovered gas on 
his place, and he will endeavor to 
utilize it for his own use. 
James 
McVey, 
who conducts a 
hotel two miles from the farm of Mr. 
Brown, has investigated the find and 
declares that it is not a pocket as was 
at first supposed, but a valuable find. 
He bad laid pipes from the well on 
Arthur Brown s farm to the hotel and 
is using the gas for lighting the house. 
There is no diminish in the supply, 
and Mr. McVey is confident that there 
will be a boom when the true value 
of the find becomes known. 
The fact 
that Arthur Brown found the gas at 
a depth of only forty-eight feet makes 
it all the more apparent that the dis­ 
covery is a good one.

men in the vicinity are making the

around Salem have advanced fifty per­ 
cent within the past two weekr. 
“ The boys used the gas instead of 
coal in running their drilling engine” 
said Mr.

last evening adopted and the bill 
was concurred in the assembly.

The bill 
was introduced by Senator Davis aud 
gives common councils the right to 
ch arg e ward boundaries and create 
new wards w ithout the int. rvention 
of the legislature. 
A ll th a t is needed 
is a three-fourths vote of the council 
and a publics ti -ii cace a week for four 
weeks, and the only restriction mad** 
is th a t the wa»-dB so created mu-st be 
compact. When a ward boundary has 
been fixed it cur.not- be changed for 
five years. 
Provision is made for 
changing a to tin g precinct to a w~rd, 
when it hi.8 sufficient population, and 
the inia we is. to be by petition. Where 
a council refuses to act on a petition, 
any taxpayer may go into court to
